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Amend House File 2662 as follows:

#1. By striking page 1, line 32, through page 2,
line 3, and inserting the following:

<Sec. . NEW SECTION. 17A.5A COMPREHENSIVE
REVIEW AND RECISSION.

1. Each agency shall develop an ongoing plan for
the comprehensive review of all agency rules over a
five=year period. The initial review shall commence
July 1, 2010. Each state agency shall commence its
review by developing a plan in consultation with major
stakeholders and constituent groups. The plan shal
specifically identify all rules exempt from the
requirements of this section due to state or federal
law and shall contain an explanation of the
exemptions.

a. The plan shall provide a realistic, workable,
and effective scheme for the review of agency rules
and for the identification and elimination of all
rules of the agency that are outdated, redundant,
overbroad, ineffective, unnecessary, or otherwise
undesirable.

The plan shall include a schedule for review
and of each rule within the Tive=year period. Any
rule not scheduled for review under this plan is void
on January 1, 2011.

c. The review shall be accomplished through a
rulemaking process as provided in sections 17A.4 and
17A.5. As part of this process, the agency shall
either readopt the rule, amend and readopt the rule,
or rescind the rule.

d. Each agency shall annually ﬁrepare a report
that summarizes the results of each review and
documents the rule changes that have been made
pursuant to the review. COEies of the report shall be
provided to the governor, the president of the senate,
and the speaker of the house.

2. This section does not apply to the department
of revenue, the state board of regents, or a licensing
board as described in section 272C.1, or any rule that
is required by a federal law and that does not exceed

the minimum scope and intent of that federal law.>
#2_. Page 2, by inserting after line 11 the
following:

<Sec. . Section 17A.7, subsection 2, Code 2005,
is amended by striking the subsection.>
#3. Title page, by striking lines 1 and 2 and

inserting the following: <An Act requiring all
administrative rules to be periodically reviewed and
repromulgated by state agencies and providing for
legislative review.>
